A letter from the Coal controller to 
consumers gives further emphasis to 
the warning, with special concern for 
those living some distance from the 
source of supply. 

The letter says; “There is every in¬ 
dication that mines will be working 
steadily now, but some are worked" 
out and others are closed down. There 
are also fewer miners available this 
season;” 4 ^ 

It is said that High River dealers 
received 43 carloads of coal for the 
1943-44 season, but so far this seas¬ 
on only about 5 carloads have been 
received.

Attack on Hitler 
Purge Ordered 


Betraying Suspects Slain as Iron 
Hand of Gestapo Reaches Out. 

Disturbance Evident on Nazi 
Front Lines 

Adolph Hitler retailated for the at¬ 
tempt on his life by ordering a ruth¬ 
less purge. On July 20 the Berlin 
radio announced that he been burned 
ami bruised in an unsuccessful bomb 
attempt on his life. Three of his 
leaders were seriously injured and 
Jim several others less seriously. The at¬ 
tack took place while Hitler was sur- 
lounded by his milithry staff. It is be¬ 
lieved to have occurred at Breda, Hol¬ 
land. Speculation is that the inci¬ 
dent may have occurred when the 
Leads ol the military staff split in 
opinion on the reserves necessary for 
the three fronts. 

On Thursday -night Hitler gave a 
six minute address in which he de¬ 
clared he was taking steps to exter¬ 
minate the usurpers.

Postwar Conditions 

Under the heading “Saving and 
Planning the Big Need Now," tj. H. 
Martinson, well known prairie auth¬ 
ority, offers ideas for meeting the 
postwar future. 11c says that a sur¬ 
vey of farm opinion over the prairies 
indicate! that farmers believe that 
they can weather initial postwar un¬ 
certainty if price ceiling on consumer 
goods are retained, and adequate 
floor prices arp maintained. This 
necessity for established floor prices 
ha- been repeatedly emphasized in 
the Times. The article quoted finds 
that the. voluntary and - Involuntary 
savings built up by farmers will go 
far in serving them through the fir i -t 
period of. uncertainty after the war. 
Mr. Martinson says: 

“Farm income is at higher level 
than ever before. Admittedly farm 
savings are largely due to inability 
to obtain noraial repairs, etc. and 
♦Vre vill he urgent necessities as 
"soon as supplies are available. 

Plnnne i and s' stemrtic buying ov¬ 
er ' a period of years and rs the 
war ends will alleviate any unrxi'ec*- 
e«l inconveniences and degression 
iods that may occur. The producer 
who enters into a buying spree as 
(soon as the opportunity presents it¬ 
self, partly through necessity and 
also to compelte'v eliminate the en¬ 
forced inconveniences of years will 

pitifln in the event .of any adveuw 
conditions arising in the post-war 
period. 

Western agriculture is on a sound; 
er financial basis today than for many 
years. Tha gross income from farm 
products is at ah all-time high, and is 
supplemented by other revenues, in¬ 
cluding payments on wheat nartvi- 
pation certificates covering tlie^pest 
three crop years and totalling almost 
$00,000,000 wheat Acreage reduction, 
payments etc. 

There are indications that the pnee 


of farm lands in Western Canada are 
increasing. Yet, the farmer who has 
n nde definite plans for the future is 
making a cautious study of farm land 
pric a. First, he is asking himself— 
do I need more land Secondly, will 
this additional acreage, over a perioo 
of years, leturn sufficient income to 
support my family and meet pay- 
meats on the present purchase 
prices? Thirdly, .will the post-war 
d- and fo>- farm products justify 
this expenditure? 

The producer who Is planning de¬ 
finitely for the future .is listing his 
financial musts fn tho order that they 
can be most conveniently obtained?- 
He is planning to guard against the 
various hazards encountered in farm¬ 
ing and realizes that the Western 
farm economy in the past never pc- 
niitted him to practice soil conserva¬ 
tion.' He is looking to the security of 
his family and providing financial in- - 
dependence in his declining years. 

i"- o ig <-aving now and by careful, 
planning for the future he sees the 
possibility of brighter prospects of i>- 
l mining on h sound financial basis 
than for many years. The possibility 
of securing some of the modern con¬ 
veniences of- life that in the past 
have been out of his reach, is seen m 
the offing.
